In some of our districts we find on the part of parents a fault finding 
disposition, which in most cases is wholly uncalled for, besides proy- 
ing injurious to the school Our registers show no improvement as 
regard tardiness and irregular attendance. We hope to see an im- 
provement in this respect in the future.
